Wet Years are The Best to Ap- 
ply Poison to Cotton. 


There is a widespread belief 
that during a wet year is no 
time to apply poison to cotton, 
and these same people say that 
there is no use applying ‘he 
poison during a dry year, as 
the hot dry weather contrals 
the weevil. Now, the writor 
has had five years practical 
field experience with boli 
weevil poisoning, three of 
which years have been dry and 
the other two wet. My own 
results have shown that we re- 
ceived very poor results during 
the dry years, and most hand- 
some results in wet years. If 
you can catch 48 hours of dry 
weather on the poisoned cot- 
ton, untold weevils will meet 
their fate, and we all know 
that a wet season is favorable 
for the reproduction of the 
weevil, so it naturally follows 
that if we do the best work in 
this fight we ought to apply 
thę poison when there are wee- 
vils to kill. That is just why 
dry years are discouarging to 
the poisoning business—there 
are few weevils to kill. It cer- 
tainly looks like this is going to 
be a fine year to poison. If

Detailed plans for the distribution 
of the million dollars which the Ala- 
bama College is going to realize from 
ils drive for funds, have been workéd 
out by officials of the college. They 
include many features which should 
prove interesting to the mothers and 
and fathers of daughters throughout 
the State. 


The following list of immediate 
needs of the college which was given 
out by the trustees will give an idea 
of the extent of the proposed expan- 
sion: 

Dormitory and furnishings for four 
to five hundred students; auditorium 
and administration offices; academic 
building and equipment; social relig- 
ious building; president’s residence; 
gymnasium, two practice homes; dor- 
mitory and furnishings for teachers;

3 NEGROES TO HANG 
FOR AXE MURDERS 


Birmingham, Ala., May 2% 
—With three of Birmingham’s 
alleged axe murderers sentenc- 
ed this week to hang, trial of a 
fourth, Frank Owens, who con- 
fessed Sunday two assaults in 
which the police claim to have 
proved his guilt the night be- 
fore, was postponed Thursday 
until June 16, because of in- 
juries received in a 20-foot 
leap from a court house win- 
dow. All four are negroes. 

Di. L. C. Woods, court-house 
physician, testified on the se- 
cond day of Owen's trial open- 
ed, that the defendant was phy 
sically unable to stand trial, 
having landed head first on 
the pavement when he sought 
to evade officers Wednesday. 

Those having alveady been 
convicted and given the death 
sentence are Odell and Pearl 
Jackson, man and wife, and 
Peyton Johnson, all of whom 
are said to have been members 
of one skulling party. 

Following a recommendation 
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Need for Home Economics Practice 
Houses. 

There is only one practice home 
which can be used by the students in 
this department. A necessary part of 
their course is a term in the practice 
home forthe purpose of making prac- 
tical application of the work which 
they learn in textbooks, lecture-room, 
and laboratories.

be the erection of a dormitory for 
teachers, 
Need for An Addition to Music 


Building, 

One of the most handsome buildings 
of the State is Calkins Hall at Ala- 
bama College. It is used exclusively 
for music instruction. It is scarcely 
more than half large enough for the 
present demands of the music depart- 
ment. Classes and practice schedules 
must use other rooms in the dormi- 
tory and elsewhere. The present 
building was constructed with,a view 
to additions. This should be made at 
once in order to take care of the 
immediate demands of the students 
who desire musie instruction.

bama College is going to realize from 
its drive for funds, have been worked 
out by officials of the college. They 
include many features which should 
prove interesting to the mothers and 
and fathers of daughters throughout 
the ‘State. 


‘The following list of immediate 
needs of the college which was given 
out by the trustees will give an idea 
of the extent of the proposed expan- 
sion: 

Dormitory and furnishings for four 
fo five hundred students; auditorium 
and administration offices; academic 
building and equipment; social relig- 
ious building; president’s residence; 
gymnasium, two practice homes; dor- 
mitory and furnishings for teachers; 
addition to music building. 

Wnrollment for 1922-28 was 427 stu- 
dents; 1923-24, 659; approximately 300 
students will have to be turned away 
in 1924,after every available room, in- 
cluding the temporary dormitory, has 
heen filled. A dormitory for 400 stu- 
dents would be filled during the. ses- 
Sion 1924-25, J 

Need for Auditorium and Offices, 


The present auditorium is inade- 
quate even for seating the present 
student bedv. The seats are very 

Hiding is old, and it was 
ned for the student body 


fi * concerts and. lec- 
tures which are held cach year by the 
institution, An auditorium is sorely 
needed, 

For office space, the president, 
dean; with two secretaries, registrar, 
and beokkeeper of the college occupy 
three small rooms in the main: dormi- 
tory. There is only one place for 
private conference to be used by the 
entire administration forces. For lack 
of space, the reeords are housed fn a 
room almost, a hlock away from the 
administr-tion offices. This arrange- 
ment handicaps seriously effective 
work of the executive organization. 


Need for Academic Building. 


The class rooms for the academic 
courses are scaltered from one end 
of the campus to the other. It Is often 
difficult to find rooms for all the 


Classes that must meet at a particular 


hour. The teachers have no offices 
or places where they can meet with 
students in conference, While they 


are not holding-classes themselves, 
other classes are being held in their 
class rooms and hence it is impos- 
sible for the teachers to hold neces- 
sary conferences with their students. 
This situation makes “it imperative 
that something be done to provide an 
adequate academic building. 
Need for a Social Building. 

The college clubs are forced to 
use old cottages on the campus and 
off the campus for their places of 
meeting. Many of the clubs have no 


places at all in which to meet. Large 
organizations such as the student 
body, the Y. W, C. A,, the Technical 


Staff, the Alumnae Association, and 
the Newspaper Staff have no adequate 
places for carrying on their work, The 


student body and faculty. There is no 
Suitable place for holding the religious 
services which are held on Sunday 
and Wednesday nights of each week. 
Vor all these purposes a separate 
building is sorely needed. This build- 
ing should be the center of the social 
and religious life of the institution and 
no institution can properly develop 
without a building such as this. 

Need for a Home for the President. 

The president of the institution has 
for three years been without a home. 
His home was burned in the spring 
of 1921. Since that time he and his 
family have been domiciled in the 
college infirmary without privacy, 
without the necessities of home life. 
A most pressing need of the insti- 
tution is a home for the president and 
his family. 

Need for a Gymnasium. 

Every student who attends Alabama 
College must take physical education. 
Hundreds of them engage in games of 
all kinds. For the physical education 
work and for the various games which 
are a necessary part of the recreation 
of students, a gymnasium building is 
badly needed. The present building is 
not half large enough for a single 
basketball couurt and not one-third 
large enough for class instruction. 
For the proper physical development 
of the students the institutions must 
have a well equipped gymnasium, 
Need for Home Economics Practice 

Houses. 

There is only one practice home 
which can be used by the students in 
this department. A necessary part of 
their course is a term in the practice 
home for the purpose of making prac- 
tical application of the work which 
they learn in textbooks, lecture-room, 
and laberatories, This department is 
seriously handicapped, At least two 
more pfactice homes will be required 
for the courses which are being given, 

Need for a Teachers’ Home. 

It is obvious that if the teachers 
are to do their best work they must 
be comfortably situated. The town 
of Montevallo is very small and does 
not provide adequate boarding places 
for the teachers. The result is they 
must occupy the student dormitories 
or have a dormittory of their own. 
The latter plan is preferable both 
from the point of view of the stu- 
dents and teachers, and it is proposed 
that one of the first uses of the funds 
he the erection of a dormitory for 
teachers, 

Need for An Addition to Music 

Building. 

One of the most handsome buildings 
of the State is Calkins Hall at Ala- 
bama College, It is used exclusively 
for music instruction. It is scarcely 
more than half large enough for the 
present demands of they music depart- 
ment. Classes and practice schedules 
must use other rooms in the dormi- 
tory and elsewhere, The present 
building was constructed with a view 
to additions, This should be made at 
once in order to take care of the 
immediate demands of the students 
who desire musio instruction.

PUT ON IN COFFEE BEGINNING JULY 1; 


Marketing Problems Will Be Discussed With 
Farmers; County Agent Urges Growing of 
Sweet Potatoes; More Pigs Delivered. 


The two big problems on 
every farm are increased pro- 
duction and better market fa- 
cilities. The office of Farm 
Demonstration Agent proposes 
to help farmers in both these 
problems. The first one, pro- 
duction, we have been working 
on for five months, trying to 
show by field demonstrations 
in every section of the county 
that right uses of fertilizers, 
seeds and cultivation would 
bring the’ yield of cotton above 
one seventh bale per acre, the 
average of last year for this 
county. This fall when the 
crops are harvested, where 
average stands have been o» 
tained, and where the thou- 
sand or more farmers who 
have used our suggestions, 
they should expect a consider- 
able increase yield over the av- 
erage for the past five years 
which will not exceed one- 
fourth bale per acre for the 
county. This will be the test 
of the pudding. 


Now that a crop ‘is made, 
how will it be about mark- 


ets? We have as good local 
markets in this county as any 
county and no doubt the local 
buyers will give their custo- 
mers everything they possibly 
can for their produce. It is 
good business for them to pay 
a good price if they can and 
we are sure that they have no 
disposition.to profiteer on the 
farmer, be this distinctly un- 
derstood, but, the question is 
whether you, Mr. Farmer, will 
dump your goods on a glutted 
market or merchandise them 
thru your farm organization 
and receive the highest aver- 
age price for the whole year. 


Cotton And Eggs to Be Signed 
Up In July. 


Therefore, in order to assist 
every grower of cotton and 
eggs to get the best prices ob- 
tainable, we shall begin our 
sign-up campaign in July, and 
we will meet the farmers at 
community centers, exactly as 
we did in the fertilizer season 
the method 
to sign 
up. 

Other Produce Will Be Listed. 


We invite every farmer in 
the county, whether he be mm- 
ber ofany farm organization or 
not, large or small, to give usa 
list of the produce he expects 
to have for market this fall and 
we will promise to assist you in 
every way we can to get the 
highst price for this produce. 
In the matter of Irish potatoes 
some several farmers have 
asked me about getting sales 
for their potatoes and we have 
recommended the curb market 
idea or selling to the local con- 
sumers in the county direct. 
We did this because the may- 
ket here was not glutted, and 
we felt that it would be an im- 
position on the consuming pub- 
lic to have potatoes shipped 
away and then have to ship 
them back, paying two freights 
and three or four handling 
profits. So by direct selling 
from farmer to consumer, the 
farmer receives a fair price for 
his potatoes, and the consumer 
gets them cheaper than if he 
were forced to buy shipped po- 
tatoes, And here is an example 
of how cooperative marketing 
helps both producer and con- 
sumer, It eliminates so many 
iniquitous turns in distribution, 


Sweet Potatoes. 


We can announce now that 
every farmer that grows a sur- 
plus of sweet potatoes this 
year will receive at least a 
dollar per bushel for them if

he will erect a small inexpen- 
sive drying house. I had 28 of 
these houses built in 1922 and 
the potato market was the low- 
est in years, but our co-operat- 
ing farmers held their potatoes 
till March and received a dol- 
lar for them. They are worth 
three dollars per bushel now, 
but unfortunately for mast of 
us, we had our eyes on some- 
thing else last year and failed 
to grow sweet potatoes. 


Cream Is Always Good Cash 
Crop. 

Four two gallon cows will 
net $1.00 per day cream 
checks and all the milk is kept 
at home, which will make good 
calf, pig and chicken feed. 
Let’s not forget this. We want 
500 farmers to begin shipping 
cream this fall when velvet 
beans and peanut hay season 
opens up. The prices will be 
twenty to thirty per cent high- 
er then than now, and our far- 
mers will have more and bet- 
ter feed then than now. 


More Club Members Coming in 


We keep the doors of the 
pig club open all the time and 
we are delivering at the rate of 
6 pigs each week. We want 
to see this work go on, for in 
another year the price of hogs 
will be better, and those who 
begin now with some good 
stock hogs will cash in when 
the prices go higher. The old 
mortgage-lifting sow has saved 
many a.farm from the public 
sale and always helps.
